With ideal weather prevailing, Ad-

Ho reviewed briefly the progress of 


sanitation work, stating that Moses, 
"the greatest general and leader tlv 
Jewish people ever had," laid down 
the first general rules of public health 
and sanitation, and was the first to 
make sanitation a part of religious 
rites, "requiring his people to wash 
their hands after every unclean act." 
Boards of health, which now control 
public health and sanitation in most 
American communities, were first es- 
tablished in I860, he said. 


He laid particular stress upon the 


progress in controlling communicable 
diseases by scrum since the discovery 
100 years ago by Louis Pasteur that 
diseases can be prevented by innocu- 
lation. 


Major Stayer is a strong1 advocate 


of vaccination and he cited illustra- 
tions and figures to show "the re- 
markable success of vaccination as a 
smallpox preventive" in other coun- 
tries. 


"America ia one of the few nations 


that seems to enjoy smallpox," he 
said, because of tho failure of this 
country to adopt a compulsory vac- 
cination law. 


Sleeping sickness is one of the few 


diseases medical science has not been

TO SUDDEN DEATH 


Frightened A n i m a l s 
Pull Heavy 
Roller 


Over Body of Prom- 


inent Dairyman 


At His Farm. 


C. J. Weaner, 63, promi- 


nent dairyman and farmer 
of Straban township, two 
miles north of Gettysburg, 
was fatally injured this 
morning when horses he 
was hitching to a roller 
took fright and ran off. 


Clinging tenaciously to the 


head of on>e of the frighten- 
ed animals and to the yoke 
of the roller, Mr. Weaner 
was dragged 200 yards be- 
fore his strength 
became 


exhausted and he fell di- 
rectly in the path of the 
charging animals. 


While absence of marks 


on thenum'sbody precludes 
that 
the horses trampled 


him 
in 
their 
unchecked 


flight, the heavy land roller 
passed over his body, pre- 
sumably crushing his chest 
to such an extent that the 
heart action was stopped. 


Roy Weaner, a son, was 


in the same field with his 
father, but at an opposite 
side. 
He saw the animals 


drag his father, saw him fall 
in the path of the horses 
and saw the roller pass over 
his body. 


Hurrying 
toward 
his 


father, the younger man 
saw Mr. Weaner (urn over 
and rise almost to a sitting 
position, and then fall over. 
When the son reached his 
father, life was almost ex- 
tinct. 
The injured man 


breathed 
heavily a

times and then expired.

Cause of Fright Unknown

One of the horses had already been 
harnessed to the implement, 
when 


both animals started forward, first 
at a walk and later going into a trot, 
carrying Mr. Weaner to his death.

scratch on his face or body.

bones were broken, and

plausible explanation of the cause of 
death was that the 
heavy 
roller, 


passing1 ovci the man's chest, crushed 
out his life by pressure on his he-art.

Army Medical Expert Says This 
Country Has Best Sewage, 
Water and Food Regulations. 
One Town School Room Has Half 
of Pupils Absent on Account 
of Disease. 


A m erica today has the best sew a g e 
system , th e best w ater and th e best 
pure food law s, Major M. C. S tayer, 
of the U nited S tates A rm y M edical 
Corps, stationed at C arlisle barracks, 
told the G ettysburg Rotary Club at the 
regular w eekly luncheon at the H off­ 
man H otel Monday evening. 
Major S tayer discussed san itation in 
general 
and 
“what 
m odem 
public 
health m eans.” 
Sanitation is divided 
under tw o general headings, he said, 
personal, which is around th e home 
and livin g quarters, and public, which 
usually g o es to the source, such as 
the food and w ater supplies. 
IL* review ed briefly the progress of 
sanitation w ork, statin g that M oses, 
“the g rea test general and leader th#* 
Jew ish people ever had," laid down 
the first general rules o f public health 
and san itation , and was the first to 
m ake san itation a part of religious 
rites, “requiring his people to w ash 
their hands after every unclean a ct.” 
Boards of health, which now control 
public health and sanitation in m ost 
Am erican com m unities, were first e s­ 
tablished in I860, he said. 
He laid particular stress upon the 
progress in controlling com m unicable 
d iseases by serum since the discovery 
IOO years a go by Louis P asteur that 
discases can be prevented by innocu- 
lation. 
Major S tayer is a strong advocate 
of vaccination and he cited illu stra­ 
tions and figures to show “the re­ 
m arkable success of vaccination as a 
sm allpox preventive ’ in other coun­ 
tries. 
“A m erica is one of the few nations 
that seem s to enjoy sm allpox,” he 
said, because of the failure o f this 
country to adopt a com pulsory vac­ 
cination law. 
Sleeping sickness is one of the few 
d iseases medical science has not been 
able to successfully com bat, he said,
